Excellency, in my dispatch No. 72, of the less of Batac 
Posen. 1 have received intelligence that the three Colo- 
nial Vessels, under command of Lieut Guichard, (which 
I directed the Brig Pallas to search for and convoy them 


back to era: having met at the Kwala ef Pankal Penang, 


eight Pirate Prows, came to engagement with them; that 
af er several hours fighting, one of the Prows, armed with 
two tron ‘hree pounders and laden with some packages of 
tin and tin-ores, fell into our hands, while the others took 
flight; that this officer, having to proceed into the Kwala, 
to deliver some military stores off Pankal Penang, received 
information at the latver place, that, on the preceding day, 
the Pirates bad captured Metoc Roessa, and that a number 
of Prows were yet inthe river of Marawang. 


That the Lieutenant, thereupon, working up the river, 
in search of the Pirates, quickly discovered some Prows, 
and beginning to fire on them = several others came in 
sight, which afterwards in conjunction defended themselves 
bravely. 


That the batde being centinwed for some time. the 
‘Lieutenant had considered it best to d down with his 
Vessel,to watch the Prirates at the mouth of the Keala, 
aod, if possible, to blockade them ia the river, aati] he could 
receive more force. 


Mr. Rosier informed me, that after thia, the Prows which 
were blockaded in the river, were those of Radin Ali end 
Panglima Radjab, and that these Chiefs were in them ; that 
they preceeded up the river :@ the Kampong Ayer Din- 
gio, and there delivered thew captured tin and other goods ; 
that they then joined the pirates and threw up an intrench- 
ment ; that from thence they threatened the districts of Ma- 
yawang end Pankal Penang, and bad already burnt several 
‘Kampong: round about them, and iaetly, that the garrisons, 
owing to the numerous sick, were too weak te be yet able 
to engage against this combined force.

ST endesided how to act, for from the known nature of the 
const, should we proceed, it appesred probable that we had 
more rocks te encounter. Fortunately five sails only were 
set at the time, and ‘he wind moderate. While on the rock 
the Ship for a moment lay over oo her beam ends, but im- 
mediately righted. The strong carrent, which in conse- 
quence of the light winds, had carried the Ship to the west- 
ward, here befriended us, and forced her over the rock in- 
ho deep water. 

Orders were immediately given for all the sails to 
be laid aback, and to pre -are to let go theanchor, whi.b was 
goon dane. By the violenee of the last shock the rudder 
was completely forced off from the Ship; it was therefore 
most providential that we were enabled to anchor in seven 
fathoms water. The fears of all now began greatiy to abate, 
for we felt that if our anchor held we were safe for the 
night. The ship made little or no water, from which it is 
evident that she is cf extraordinary strength The 
througheut this trying danger displayed the greatest. cool- 
mess and activity, and he was nobly seconded by his Officers 
and Crew. The Carpenters were immediately set to work 
to make a temporary ruddder; we are surrounded on all 
sides by rocks, and must, I think, have come threugh the 
aply place where a Ship could have got over.”

Zoar.—February ‘Ith; sometimes called and writtes 
Boor. is a Town in Arsbia, situated in Latitude 22%. 87° N.

The 9 
prows of Radja Akii were reinforced by $ new and mid- 
dling large prows, which were taken the day before; a 
giln-boat was sent of with the wounded, so that there re- 
mained by me yet one cattle-boat, and 8 pinnaces. 

The white saile of our vessels, and the number of 
Rajah Akil’s prows, aithough bediy manned, but pleced 
together in good order of battle, made the pirates, yet in 
fear for their eafety, keep from the wiad, and the 
south poiat of Pulo Lepars, and thus to vanish from our 
sight. 

Oa the 12th while under sail, we observed early in 
the morning from the same quarter, three more pirates 
come off, whereou 1 made chase, but wind and current 
being m their favour, and against us, they escaped ; and I 

raued the course to Toboalij, 

Oa the 13th in the afternoon, eoming into the roads, I 
found the Corvette the Zwalaw,with the destined for 
the fort of Teboa'ij, already arrived from Muatok, and 
which bad been waiting my arrival three days since.
